Workers’ Demonstrations of 


Loyalty to New Regime Ex- 
pected to Provoke Conflicts.

By Wireless to Tn New Yoau Tis, 
BERLIN, Aug. 30.—Not since the eve 
of the Kapp counter-revolution has the 
political atmosphere of Germany seemed 
so surcharged with electric storm possi- 
bilities as today; yet the present polit- 
ical heat lightning ‘does not necessarily 
portend an immediate crisis for the re- 
public's young life. The current ‘‘crisis’’ 
is ‘mostly rhetorical and exists -chfefly 
on paper so far, The real crisis of the 
republic's existence is coming: this Full. 
when the Wirth reparation Government 
faces+ite fight for life on the tax pro- 


gram issue. 

Meanwhile the Wirth Government is 
girding its loins for the conflict with 
ruthless and increasingly powerful re- 
action. This is the significance of yester- 
day’s political developments. The shots 
that killed Erzberger awakened the Gov- 
ernment to the grave potential perils 
lurking in the growing power, activity 
‘and brazenness of the reactionaries. The 
unknown political murderers’ bullets 
were symbolically aimed at the republic. 
Momentarily unnerved, thé Government 
sufferéd.a brief attack of hysteria and 
then took the strong determination to 
rally all the forces of democracy and 
attack reaction in its lair before it was 
too late, 

On Wednesday the forces of democracy 
are scheduled to make a demonstration 
for the republie in Berlin, and probably 
all over Germany, wherever the organ- 
ized workingmen, who constitute the 
strongest and almost the sole bulwark 
of Germany’s new republican constitu- 
tion, can be mobilized. That the re- 
actionaries will attempt counterdemon- 
strations, which will be forbidden by 
the authorities, seems certain, with the 
possibility of bloodshed correspondingly 
strong. But if the Government weathers 
“Bloody Wednesday,” it and the re- 
public will be stronger than ever before 
by reagon of having grappled with re- 
action and met the test. 

The Government's new iron will. to 
combat reaction before it becomes too 
strong, crystallized into an important 
“ war council ’' af the Cabinet yesterday 
for the purpose of concerting initial po-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Some weeks 
ago President Harding, glancing 
through the rotogravure section of a 
Sunday newspaper, noted the picture 
of Mr. and Mrs. Domenico Zaccahea of 
New -York City and their sixteen chil- 
dren, whereupon he wrote Mrs. Z&cca- 
hea, congratulating her on. being the

BANDITS GET GIRL’S $700 


Gang Steal Small Safe in the 
. Bronx ‘and Leave It in 
Brooklyn Lot. 


Three masked men held up the ticket 
agent on the southbound platform of the 
Highteenth Street subway station of the 
Lexington Avenue line at 10:30 o’clock 
last night, stole $186 and escaped with 
three other men in an automobile. The 
station though busy in the daytime is al- 
most deserted at night. At the time of 
the hold-up the ticket agent was the 
only person besides the robbers on the 
southbound platform.

Whereas, the Governor of the State of West Virginia has rep-

DECISION AIDS PRISONERS. 


Justice Gannon Limits Indeterminate 
Sentence to One Year. ‘ 


The Parole Board has no.authority to 
keep an offender in jail more than one 
year under an indeterminate sentence, 
according to.a decision of Supreme Court 
Justice Gannon in Brooklyn. yesterday. 

The decision, which is regarded as 
importent. as it affects the status of 
600 prisoners in the penitentiary under 
sentence for misdemeanors, was given 
in the’ case of William White of 269 
Albany Avenue.

Gannon sustained the writ.

“By itself, the new treaty with Ger- 
many does not show what rights and 
privileges the United States will have 
under it. No one could get from. ites 
text alone any idea what these are. 
The reason is, of course, that it is 
little more than an index to another 
treaty—the one signed at Versailles. 
This latter document is referred to 
only by parts and sectioris. Its lan- 
‘ghage is not quoted. The inevitable 
résult is a ‘great deal of confusion in 
the popular mind regarding the exact 
“seopée and effect of the new treaty. 
People will not take the trouble, de- 
spite what Senator BoraH says, to sit 
down with a copy of the Versailles 
Treaty—nearly 200 pages long—and 
' dig out from it ‘the sections adopted 
bodily or in part by the new treaty. 
Not:even all editors will do it: 

“Thus we read in The Chicago Trib- 
une that the new treaty: keeps: ‘us 
clear not only of the League of Na- 
tions, but of the ‘* extreme commit- 
ments of the Versailles Treaty.” This 
apparently means the same thing that 
Senator KNox had in mind when he 
said. that. the terms. imposed upon 
Germany by the Versailles. Treaty 
‘were ‘‘ cruel.”. But ‘the cruelest of 
tiem are retained and insisted: upon 
by the new treaty. Omission is made 
of the part calling for the trial of the 
Kaiser and other war criminals. As 
Holland has declinéd to deliver up the 
Kaisér and the Allies have since had 
the air of thanking.

WOMEN AGAINST THE BOSS. 

In 1919 the women voters had a 
conspiouous and effective part in the 
re-election of two Judges whom Mr. 
Cuaritas F. Murruy, in his discretion 
as Grand Elector, had refused to re- 
nominate. This year the movement to 
pull him from his throne begun by 
Mr. Hrngs, the Democratic leader of 
the Eleventh Assembly District, has 
received not merely a new impetus but 
a wider extension from the women. 
Some one thousand of them have be- 
gun a@ house-to-house canvass against 
Mr. MurPHr’s candidate for President 
of the Borough of Manhattan. Mr. 
Hinges. doesn’t ‘revolt against Tam- 
many, but against one-man control of 
Tammany. These women are eager to 
unseat the Boss. More eager or more 
persuasive colporteurs. and mission- 
ariés couldn’t be found. 

Some former leading: woman suffra- 
gists have complained that the male 
politicians are inclined to give women 
only honorary or auxiliary posts or to 
call on them for hard work in a sub- 
ordinate capacity. Well, this ‘‘ sub- 
ordinate capacity,” this hard work, 
should be welcomed by them. It is 
not merely an apprenticeship toward 
higher politi¢al employments, but it is 
the: quiet, useful, necessary political 
work which most Men -do if they do 
any. Generals are few and there must } 
be, @ multitude of common soldiers. 
This female thousand is really doing 
more to illustrate the essential value 
and benefit of women in politics than 
the more illustrious stateswomen and 
female orators and candidates for con- 
spicuous office. ‘These obsoure benefi- 
cent activities are the best service that 
Most of us oan do for the State; and 
& very considerablé number of mén 
squirm out of them. May the women- 
folks show themselves to be more tn- 
selfish and more Ppublic«spirited!

Air- 
craft of foreign States are granted 
freedom of passage, provided the pro- 
visions of the international code are 
observed.” * Aircraft engaged in inter- 
national traffic must carry certificates 
of airworthiness and papers showing 
the competency of commander and 
crew. The designs of types of aircraft 
must conform to fixed standards. 
Passage over & contracting State with- 
out landing is allowed, if prescribed 
routes are followed. Landings must 
be made at regular air ports. If 
freight is carried, bills of lading must 
be exhibited. Passenger lists must be 
produced. Every airship is to show its 
nationality and comply with rules as 
to. signals and lights. Explosives and 
munitions of war are banned. Military’ 
aircraft flying over another contract- 
ing State must be specially authorized. 
Standard maps are required. Hach 
signatory nation must publish meteoro- 
logical information and set up ground 
marks and wireless stations. These 
are the general. provisions. The an- 
néxes, as the. interpretations are 
called, deal mainly with rules of the 
air, atid with traffic and signal regu- 
lations, which with variations would be 
found in any Federal code governing 
aeronautics. 


THE SILESIAN TANGLE. 

In undertaking to decide the diffi- 
cult Silesian question, the Council of 
the Léague of Nations has shown not 
only a sense of the logic of the sit- 
uation but much courage. The ques- 
tion, extraordinarily difficult in it- 
self, has been further entangled by 
the long and stubborn contest over 
it in the Allied Supreme Council. The 
outlook is by no means clear.. Under 
the Covenant of the League the Coun- 
cil.can reach a decision only if the 
vote is unanimous, and each repre- 
sentative in the Council—above all M. 
Leon Bovurcsors—can vote only as ad- 
vised by his home Government, 

The single glimmer of hope lies in 
the agreement of M. Briann. to 
.** abide. .-by...the. decision. ”’ . of. the 
League Council, Morally, though not 
technically, this obliged him to accept 
the judgment of M. Bouragors, who is 
a warm friend of the League and a 
statesman unusually ‘broad of ‘vision, 
unusually free from nationalistic bias. 
Thére is an impression that M. Brranp 
is at heart inclined to agree, with 
Lioyp .GEORGE and his other” col- 
leagues, and has been prevented from 
doing so only by fear of political con- 
sequences at home. It is by no means 
inconceivable that in consentifig to 
the intervention of the Leagué he is 
using M. Bourarors as a shelter from 
the political storm. Yet the fact re« 
mains that under the Covenant M. 
Bottnczots#’s vote must be in accord 
with. the will of the French Ministry, 
8 that almost anything is still pos- 
sible. 

One great advantage the League 
Council does possess. In case of another 
deadlock, a bare majority is empow~- 
ered to prepare and publish a report; 
thus appealing over the head of any 
recalcitrant nation to the enlightened 
conseiehice of mankind. Amofig thé 
sighers of this report will be repre- 
sentatives of leading nations not only 
in Burope; but presumably in Asia

The future of many -short lines de- 
pends upon that and the decision must 
be that of the commission, and not 
that of any one or two roads in com- 
bination, or: some might say conspir- 
acy. Mr. Fiorp's methods with his 
road, if legalized, would throw into 
disorder the adjustment of relations 
between weak and strong roads and 
the making of rates in-a manner fair 
to both.. There is much ancient his- 
tory on this point which Mr. Forp 
may be pardoned for*‘not knowing, 
but there is less excuse for those who 
have publicly praised his methods 
without showing perception of what 
was involved in them.

‘THE MALABAR DISTURBANCES, 

The troubles in the Malabar’ district 
in Southwest British India seem. to 
have arisen primarily from searches 
and arrests, madé ‘under proper war- 
rant, for violation of the district law 
against the possession of offensive 
weapons; but the Moplahs, the people 
who haye done most of the rioting, 
looting, burning and killing, need no 
particular provocation to indulge in 
their ancient habits. Supposed to be 
the descendants of Arabs that emi- 
Brated to India a thousand years ago, 
they have never lost the’ fierce fanat- 
icism of the desert. Time and time 
again they have risen, slaughtering the 
Hindus and the English impartially. 
There are about 1,000,000. of them, 
and they belong to the days of the 
Hegira rather than to.thosé of the new 
Indian Legislatures. ‘They are only 
one of the thousand anomalies, sur- 
vivals and disparities of that country 
of vast heterogenéous populations and 
civilizations to which. ‘the modern 
democratic forms of government are 
téntatively and cautiously—or incau- 
tiously, as many ‘‘ old Indians ” think 
—being ‘applied. 

It is hard to belleve that. Indian 
nationalism has much of a ‘part in 
these Moplah diversions. These tribes- 
men are not happy unless they can 
go out on a raid with their great two- 
edged swords and other weapons of 
eld. They. are wild Mohammedans, 
who love to slaughter Hindus whether 
they are’ Nationalists or not. .More- 
over, if it be true that propaganda 
pointing out the cruel ‘* wrongs” 
done to the Turks by the Treaty of 
Sévres has produced an effect in 
some parts of India, men of Arabian 
blood are not likely to doté on the 
Turks. -It is said that there has beén 
famine in the district. It is likely 
énough that propagandists have been 
among the Moplahs, but they hardly 
need any exterior incitations to raise 
Cain. Neither do the wild fighting 
tribes along the northwest marches. 

It is to be feared that English wo- 
mén and children in far-off stations 
have suffered the worst; but the dis- 
trict hasbeen proclaimed a military 
area and troops are moving to it as 
fast as its distance and isolation per- 
mit. Unhappy as they are, the Mala- 
bar outrages are not important enough 
to be urged effectively as an objec- 
tion to the approaching visit of the 
Prince of Watts. ~

Interesting Coin Found 
Brooklyn Excavation.

; To the Editor of The New York Times: 


While the excavation for the founda- 
tions of an apartment house was going 
on the owner of the house adjoining, 
much interested in what might be un- 
covéred, as he knew of théssite of the 
old fort, with pick and shovel under- 
took a little research of his own. He 
Was rewarded with some interesting 
finds. He unearthed, about five feet 
underground, some fragments of broken 
china, & human skull, @ heavy stone- 
chisel and a copper coin of the reign of 
George III-. 

Fort Sterling, for this was the name 
of the fort, was at the junction of Henry 
and Pierfepont Strests, and was the 
most thoroughly constructed and com- 
plete fortification erected by the British 
during théir stay on. Long Island, It 
was 450 feet square, surrounded by a 
dftch 20. feet deep, from the bottom of 
which rose the rampart 40 feet high. 
At each of the four corners was a 
bastion. It was thus prepared for a 
siege and an attack from all. sides. 
Over 3,000 soldier were employed in its 
construction, besides artisans of every 
kind impressed from the country around, 
Citizens were assessed and all farmers 
with teams of oxen or of horsés were 
eompelled.to haul the heavy fascines, 
eut near Newtown. A little way off, 
at thé junction of Clark and Orange 
Streets, was a half méon fort with its 
battery trained on the entrance to the 
harbor.

| Peace Proclamation Waits On

NEW RADIO CONSOLIDATION. 


Westinghouse Electric Takes. Stock 
in Merger of Two Systems. 


With the acquisition by the Radio 
Corporation of America of the Inter- 
national Radio and Telegraph Company 
the Westinghouse Electric Company be- 
comes a substantial stockholder in the 
former corporation, it was said at the 
Radio Corporation’s offices yesterday. 

Before the merger was effected the 
General Electric and the American: Tel- 
ephone and Telegraph Companies held 
large blocks of stock in the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, and many of the 
General Blectric’s patents were in use 
at the Radio’s stations. Now that the 
Westinghouse has become a_.stock- 
holder, the Radio Corporation will have 
the use ofsother wireless patents, such 
as the Fessenden and Atmstrong patents 
for reeeiving apparatus, hitherto used 
by: the International Radio and Tele- 
graph Company. 

The International stations, mainly for 
| communication with steamships on the 
Atlantic Coast; which have beén taken 
over by the Radio Corporation include 
those at the Bush Terminal; New. Lon- 
don, Conn.; Newport, R. I.; Nantucket 
Island, ast, Me., and Cape May, 
N..J. Under the merger plans, it was 
intimated, ‘some’ of the stations along 
the Atlantic Coast will -be eliminated, 
as -it is believed that -the plants en 
over, together with those already -oper- 
ated by the Radio Corporation of Amar- 
ica, will be more than sufficient for 
present neéds.

In its review ef credit and business 
conditions the Federal Reserve Bank of | 
New York, in its monthly review, to be 
published tomorrow, calls attention to 
the fact that the continuous decline in 
the general level of wholesale prices 
which has been reflected in ‘the principal 
indiees of the country month by month, 
since. the first half of 1920, ‘was arrested 
in July. ° Furthermore, there has been 
a tendency for the elements composing 
the indices to seek*a common level,-a 
development which has been observed 
for several months. These two facts 
taken togther may be regarded as point- 
ing to a fairly advanced stage in the 
process of price readjustment from the 
high levels of 1920. 

*«'The evidence does not indicate, how- 
ever, complete price stabilization,’’ says 
the Bank, ‘“ One of the groups making 
up the Department of Labor index is 
almost at the 1913 level, while another 
is two and one-third times as high as in 
1913. \’The index of. the prices of twelve 
basic commodities maintained by this 
Bank, after remaining practically sta- 
tionary in July, declined in the first 
three ‘weeks of August 2.9 per -cent., 
reaching a point less than 1 per cent. 
above tha” 1913 average. This index’ is

LONDON, Aug. 80.—The istory of thir- 
ty-five British sailors being put on the 
deck of a German submarine, which was 
mee bg bites submerged and the men 

drown was told today at Bow 
at Police Court by Captain Starkey 
of the British steamer Torrington. 

The Bow Street proceedings were in 
connection with the war crime charge of 
murder against Captain Wilhelm er- 
ner; commander of U-boat 55, who has 
not been arrested by tne German, au- 
thorities. 

The incident happened April 8, 1917, 
about 150 miles off the Scilly Islands. 
Starkey is the sole survivor of those 
aboard @ the Torrington, for, after he and 
the. crew had ‘been ordered on to the 
deck of the submarine, he was taken be- 
low to be questioned. To this fact he 
owed his life.
